Supplementing the Liberty bond 
issues by reaching people of small 
means, the war-saving certificate 
sales campaign of the government in 
the interest of the war, opening 
throughout the nation on Monday, 
December 3, is expected to rival the 
popularity of the Civil War issue of 
the famous “seven-thirty” Treasury 
certificates and surpass the success! 
met with in England two years ago. 

Under the plan announced in Wash¬ 
ington Tuesday by Secretary McAdoo, 
as small an amount as 25 cents may 
be invested and the entire wealth and 
security of the United States are 
behind the issue of certificates, of 
which $2,000,000,000 are authorized to 
be issued under the bond issue act of 
September 24. The certificates will 
be issude on a basis of 4 per cent, 
compounded quarterly, and the gov¬ 
ernment will cash certificates upon 
ten days’ written notice after January 
1 at their cost to purchasers, plus 
interest at the rate of about 3 per 
cent. This is provided for the con¬ 
venience of those who may have 
bought certificates and later on find 
themselves in need of the money in¬ 
vested. The certificates will be dated 
January 2, 1918, and will mature Jan¬ 
uary 1, 1923. They will also be ex¬ 
empt from taxation. 

Instructions Sent Out. 

Detailed instructions sent out from 
Washington with reference to the 
issuing of certificates provide: 

“During December, 1917, and Janu¬ 
ary, 1918, war-saving stamps will be 
sold for $4.12 each. At the beginning 
of each of the succeeding months of 
1918, starting February 1, the cost of 
a stamp will increase 1 cent per 
month. All war-saving stamps issued 
during 1918 will matyre on January 
1, 1923, when they will be redeemed 
at $5 each. The difference between 
the purchase price paid at any time 
during 1918 and $5 represents the in¬ 
terest the government will pay the 
holder. 

“With the first war-savings cer¬ 
tificate bought the purchaser will ob¬ 
tain without expense a war-savings 
certificate containing spaces for 
twenty such stamps. If the twenty 
spaces are filled during December, 
1917, or January, 1918, the cost to tin 1 
purchaser will have been $4.12 for 
each stamp, or $82.40 for the filled 
certificate, and on January 1, 1923, 
the government will redeem the cer¬ 
tificate at $100, giving the holder a 
net profit of $17.60 for the use of his 
money. 

Thrift Stumps Attached. 

“Thrift stamps costing 25 cents each 
are from time to time as purchased 
to be affixed to thrift cards, which 
will be supplied without cost. Thrift 
stamps will not bear interest, but a 
thrift card when filled at a cost of 
$4 may be exchanged for a war- 
savings stamp bearing interest at 4 
| per cent, compounded quarterly,

A regular meeting of the Board of 
Trustees was held on Monday last at 
the City Hall, with all members 
present. 

Considerable discussion was given 
the proposed sewerage system in the 
factory district, and this matter will 
come up for further, and possibly 
final, discussion on Monday next. 
Representatives of the factories have 
been requested to attend the meeting 
for a joint discussion with the Trus¬ 
tees to outline the best method of pro¬ 
cedure and the exact needs of the 
various factories, as a guidance to the 
Trustees in planning for the system. 

N. A. Becker, works manager of the 
Pacific Coast Steel Company, filed a 
letter of protest against the original 
plan of the Trustees to issue district 
sewer bonds to provide a sewer sys¬ 
tem for the manufactories. The com¬ 
munication was given careful con¬ 
sideration by the board. 

Protest Mall Service. 

A resolution was passed, which 
will be submitted to Senator Phelan 
and Postmaster-General Burleson, 
protesting against the present ineffi¬ 
cient free mail delivery service in 
South San Francisco. The tenor of 
the resolution is that the city is suf¬ 
fering irreparable loss of identity and 
individuality, and that further the de¬ 
livery system has been given only to 
a portion of the city and that in an 
inadequate manner which is proving 
an inconvenience to the residents of 
the community. 

The resolutin concludes by con¬ 
demning the merger of the local post- 
office and requesting that the United 
States postoffice “ . . give to South 

San Francisco such postal service as 
will adequately serve the needs of 
this community and that the identity 
and individuality of the postoffice of 
South San Francisco be fully pre¬ 
served.” 

The resolution was prepared by 
City Attorney Coleberd.

WILLIAM. S. HART. 

William S. (better known as Bill) Hart gives the impression of being a 
regular fellow, a big, husky, fearless man, who likes the prairie and rough 
life and wants to throw away his file and get dirt under his finger nails. 
Bill doesn’t wear white, hairy chaps, his bandamm^sn’t perfectly tied, and 
his hair isn’t combed. He looks as if he “just came out of the West”—a real 
stone-featured cowboy, who rides' a horse and shoots a gun as though he 
knew how, and not as if he were doing it for his salary. Such is the descrip¬ 
tion of the famous Westerner of the screen given by a well-known writer 
which fits perfectly the true character of this popular star. 

Born in Newburg, New York, of English parents, Bill Hart really grew 
up in the West. Soon after his birth his family moved to North Dakota and 
from the time he learned to walk until he was fifteen, he chumqaed with 
cow-punchers, Indians and horses, learning everything there was to know 
about them all. Although he passed his entrance examination with honors, 
he failed to realize his ambition to enter West Point, due to the lack of a 
certain amount of political prestige necessary to secure an appointment at 
that time. 

His next ambitions leaned toward the stage, but just when William S. 
decided to become an actor every theatrical manager in the East made up 
his mind that he shouldn’t. Determined to achieve the title of actor despite 
conditions, he sold his closest treasures—a lot of medals won in athletic 
games—and with the revenue purchased a ticket to London, where he soon 
began to mold his future. At the age of Aineteen he returned to New York, 
where he finally made his appearance for the first time on the American 
stage in “Hamlet,” the remuneration for which was twelve dollars a week. 
Before he was five years older he was supporting Modjeska and shortly 
afterward played leads to Julia Arthur and the leading parts in “The Squaw 
Man,” “The Virginian” and other well-known plays. 

Upon the termination of his engagement in “The Virginian,” Mr. Hart 
was offered a position by Tom Ince, one of his former fellow-actors. His 
initial screen characterization, that of a cowboy, suited the Westerner more 
than anything in which he had ever appeared and decided his future career. 
Some of his most prominent screen characterizations that followed were 
evidenced in such popular successes as “The Bargain,” “The Darkening 
Trail,” “Keno Bates, Liar,” “On the Night Stage,” “The Disciple,” “Hell’s 
Hinges,” “Between Men,” “The Apostle of Vengeance” and “The Patriot.”

The Gas Rate 


The Pacific Was and Electric Company lias tiled with the State Railroad 
Commission an application t'or an increase in its gas rate. " 

Whatever the decision of the Commission, the cost of gas in the Red¬ 
wood District, which includes South San Francisco, will not lie altered. Rut 
we believe that such sections as may he affected will view this application, 
and the increase, if granted, in the spirit of California fair play. No one can 
gainsay the truth of the statements set forth in the company’s application 
relative to the increased costs of operation, due to the gradual hut steadily- 
rising prices of fuel, oil and equipment. 

The returns from present charges, due to these added costs, are not com¬ 
mensurate for a fair earning on the company's investment. Generation of 
gas from oil is a California process, originally established on the basis of 
35-cent oil. Oil is now approximately $1.35 per barrel at San Francisco bay 
points, and for the ensuing year the added cost to the company for this com¬ 
modity alone will be $592,000, or more than 90 per cent over a previous 
corresponding period. 

It would seem to be a necessity that the present small charge to the 
consumers be increased some, so that the company may, in turn, meet its 
larger obligations. 

The law lias set a standard of service which the corporation not only 
cheerfully meets, but is constantly aiming to improve and exceed. The 
slogan, “Pacific service means perfect service,” is exemplified In all of the 
company’s dealings, and, while its customers are entitled to good service, we 
do not believe that they want gas so cheap that they get only such service as 
the company may be forced to give—service not up to the present high 
standard. And it looks just and reasonable that the law which requires this 
service of the corporation should set a fair standard of compensation for it. 

Thousands of small investors hold stock of the corporation, which in 
hundreds of eases represent the small savings of wage earners. They put 
their money into this gas proposition, in the belief that they would receive 
a fair return on their investment. These people arc directly benefiting every 
community which the corporation is serving, and their investment should 
not be absorbed by too low rates, nor should they be discouraged from 
similar investments by a non-compensatory return. 

The thinking public will view these faets in a proper light. 


A Booster Justified 

Those who are inclined to listen with incredulity to prognostications of 
the destined advancement of South San Francisco, would do well to sit at 
our side and run through the columns of The Enterprises of years back. 

In the issue of Saturday, February 2, 190ft, an able article r was con¬ 
tributed by Mr. William Hyland, summarizing the possibilities of this city, 
in which this^ sentence appeared “ . . . and it would not be surprising if 

they branched out as shipbuilders in the future. When we consider that 
Glasgow had no greater water facilities, fifty years ago, than wq. have now, 
the possibilities in store for this town can be seen at a glance.” 

The shipyard, with deep-water facilities, has come. Who wilT now have 
the temerity to deny that this city will eventually fulfill the balance of the 
prophecy—that sea-going vessels will make this a regular port of landing, 
and that all the natural advantages of our great water frqnt will be utilized 
to the utmost by ships .from the seven seas, carrying the commerce of the

Playing cards. 

Two packages gum. 

Cigarettes. 

One pound best seeded raisins. 

Four hundred and seventy-seven of 
these packages have been shipped 
from the San Mateo county Red Cross, 
and more are being prepared. 

Notwithstanding all this excitement 
about Christmas, the work goes on 
just the same in the workrooms. Just 
how much it is needed was told by 
Harvey D. Gibson, general manager of 
the Red Cross, at the meeting last 
Wednesday in San Francisco. Mr. 
Gibson said that Major Grayson M. P. 
Murphy, at the head of the work in 
France, had estimated the surgical 
dressings that were ne%ied in a year 
at 400,000. That this San Mateo 
county organization had made 104,000 
in six months is a matter of great 
pride to those in charge, but that these 
materials are needed in such large 
quantities shows that the plea for 
more workers is not idle. Come and 
help when you can. 

Junior Membership. 

The junior membership is well 
started in Burlingame, San Mateo and 
Colma.

THE FIRST SUFFRAGETTE 


If my memory serves me—and it 
usually does—Mistress Margaret Brent 
came upon the scene on June 24 at 
the Maryland Assembly of 1647-48, 
which was in session and discussing 
the affairs of the province, and de¬ 
manded both voice and vote for her¬ 
self in the Assembly by virtue of her 
position as Governor Calvert’s attor¬ 
ney. Alas for Mistress Brent and her 
appreciation of the rights of her sex! 
The Governor promptly and ungal- 
lantly refused her. And history tells 
us that the injured lady, as her only 
means of retaliation, protested against 
all the acts of the session as invalid, 
unless her vote was received as well 
as the votes of the male members. 

By this action, Margaret Brent un¬ 
doubtedly placed herself on record as 
the first woman in America to make a 
stand for the rights of her sex. It is 
surprising to find how little this fact 
is known. In so comprehensive and 
authoritative a work as the “History 
of Woman Suffrage,” edited by Susan 
B. Anthony, no mention is made of 
this extraordinary woman. In fact, it 
is there stated that a Revolutionary 
dame, Mrs. Abigail Smith Adams, wife 
of John Adams of Massachusetts, was 
the first champion of woman suffrage 
in America. 

In March, 1776, Mistress Adams 
wrote to her husband, then at the 
Continental Congress in Philadelphia: 
“I long to hear that you have de¬ 
clared for independency, but I desire 
that you should remember the ladies. 
If particular care is not paid the 
ladies, we will not hold ourselves 
bound to obey laws in which we have 
no voice or representation.” 

We are not told how John Adams 
replied to this epistle from his fair 
spouse, but we do know that in the 
famous Declaration of Independence, 
where all men are declared free and 
equal, the women received no more 
( consideration than did Margaret Brent 
nearly one hundred and fifty years 
before. 




Lacking One Dimension. 


Members of the Lafayette escadrille 
representing Mrs. Beverly Mac- 
Monagle have received in her behalf 
the cross of war, with palm, awarded 
to her son, Corporal Douglas Mac- 
Monagle of San Francisco, who was 
killed in an air combat on the French 
‘ front on September 24. Corporal 
MacMonagle is cited as a “skillful 
pilot, worthy of the highest praise 
for his courage and unselfish devotion 
to duty.” Corporal MacMonagle pre¬ 
viously had been awarded the cross 
of war for bravery while an American 
ambulance driver on the French front. 

Lieutenant Louis Verdier Fauvety 
has been appointed second in com¬ 
mand of the escardille, taking the 
place of Captain Georges Thenault. 
Lieutenant Fauvety is a patrol leader 
of exceptional ability. His brother, 
Paul Fauvety, is a San Francisco 
business man. 

Corporal Douglas MacMonagle, 
mentioned in the above dispatch, was 
a son of the late Beverly MacMonagle 
of San Francisco and well known 
here prior to his enlistment in the La¬ 
fayette escadrille. 

Lieutenant Louis Verdier, promoted 
to second in command of the esca¬ 
drille, is equally well known in San 
Francisco, being a brother of Paul 
Verdier, head of one of the large de¬ 
partment stores there.

California is now in the midst of its 
$750,000 campaign for the main¬ 
tenance and extension of the Y. M. C. 
A. war work for soldiers and sailors 
at home and abroad. 

The latest reports received here 
from over the State indicate that in¬ 
stead of $750,000 the amount raised in 
the campaign will probably total, if 
it dose not exceed, one million dol¬ 
lars. In every district, it is stated, 
business men have eagerly joined the 
movement and have gotten into the 
drive with their sleeves rolled up. 

The spirit of sacrifice became ap¬ 
parent in the campaign early in the 
week when it was announced that 400 
employees of the Diamond Match 
Company of Chico had voted to work 
on Thanksgiving Day and donate 
their entire wages to the war work 
fund. College students, working 
their way through school, also have 
contributed sums to the campaign 
which meant sacrifice on their part. 
One $25,000 Gift. 

The largest contributions announced 
early in the week were $25,000 given 
by Captain Robert Dollar of San 
Francisco, $10,000 by an anonymous 
friend and $5000 by Mrs. Phoebe 
Hearst. Before the campaign had 
started, in fact, State Manager 
Sprunger announced that more than 
$100,000 had been subscribed. This 
gave a very encouraging outlook to 
the situation. 

One of the encouraging features of 
the campaign has been the service 
rendered .by the boys in an effort to 
oversubscribe their quota of $35,000 
in this state. Forty San Francisco! 
boys, students of a high school, acted 
as watchers in' the municipal elec¬ 
tion of November 6, at $5 a day, and 
turned the money over to the Y. M. 
C. A. war work fund. Thousands of 
boys all over the State .are making an 
effort to earn at least $10 to con¬ 
tribute to the recreational, social, 
educatinal and religious program for 
the soldier. 

In San Francisco and Los Angeles 
thy campaigns for $150,000 for thy 
war work ^und began In earnest 
Tuesday morning under the direction 
of expert campaign managers. Hun¬ 
dreds of business men in these two 
cities are engaged in the oanvass.

8UMMERY DESSERTS. 

P ARADIS^ CREAM.—Dissolve one 
slightly rounded tablespoonful of 
gelatin _ in one-third cupful of 
cold water for about ten minutes. 
Scald one cupful of milk in a double 
boiler and stir the gelutin in and then 
set out to cool. When cool add one 
cupful of whipped cream (stiff), five 
tablespoonfuls of confectioner’s sugar 
and three drops of vanilla. Beat all a 
few mluutcs with an egg beater; then 
pour into twelve small cup molds into 
which has been put a little fruit, *u<h 
as strawberries, raspberries, peacnes. 
pineapple, nuts, candied fruits, cut up; 
figs, etc. Set on Ice and chill. 

Pineapple Cream.—Pare a ripe pine 
apple, cut the rind into pieces. Boll 
these in one-quarter of a pint of milk 
until the flavor is drawn out; then 
strain it, mix it with four ounces of 
loaf sugar, a pint of cream nnd a tea 
spoonful of lemon Juice. Pour the 
mixture into a saucepan, stir over a 
gentle f^e*until It begins to tmeken. 
pour it out, lot It cool, then whisk until 
It is nicely frothed; put it luto small 
glasses with a smull star of the fresh 
fruit, cut very thin, on each glass. 
When the pineapple cream is made 
this way the pulp may be cut up ’and" 
used for dessert. Time one-half hour 
to boil rind in milk;'sufficient for eight 
amaN glasses. , -> 

Milk Sherbet—Two cupfuls of evap¬ 
orated milk, twjo cupfuls of cold water, 
three cupfuls of sugar, strained juice 
of five lemons, three,egg whites.' Mix 
the evaporated milk and water and put 
them on to boll. When boiling stir in 
the sugar and lot it lioil for a few 
minutes longer; remove from fire and 
cool. When cold begin to freeze, and 
when half frozen stir in th*» lemon 
julco and the stittly beaten egg whites 
Continue to freeze until it Is of the 
consistency of ice cream.

PRESENT ENCYCLOPEDIA, 


The State Housing Commission has 
just published a State Housing 
Manual, containing the tenement 
house, liot'fel and dwelling house acts, 
which went into effect September 1, 
1917. 

Copies of the manual are being sent 
out to the mayors, building depart¬ 
ments and health departments of the 
various cities and town^, and also to 
the boards of supervisors of all coun¬ 
ties. 

In the manual, the laws have been 
recompiled, indexed and annotated so 
as to simplify their use. There has 
also been incorporated in the manual 
a number of cuts explanatory of the 
laws, and reproductions of the legal 
forms required. 

It is the hope of the commission 
that the manual will make for a uni¬ 
form observance of the housing laws 
and that it will make the laws as 
readily understood by the layman as 
by the technical or professional per¬ 
son using them. 

The manual specifically directs the 
attention of the various city and 
county officials to the fact that they 
are charged with the enforcement of 
the laws, and urges them to see that 
the laws are consistently and ef¬ 
fectively enforced. 

The director of the commission’s 
housing bureau, Mr. Mark C. Cohn, 
will leave San Francisco next week on 
a survey tour of all the most impor¬ 
tant cities and towns in the State. 
Mr. Cohn will get first-hand informa¬ 
tion as to what preparation the vari- 
# ous cities and towns have made for 
the enforcement of the laws. 

The State Housing Commission is 
empowered to enforce the housing 
laws anywhere in the State where the 
city or county officials fail, neglect or 
refuse to do so.

Th* Crew Divides a Third of the Prof¬ 
its After Each Cruise. 

The busmess principles of American 
whaling atfc-Wten mentioned us an ex 
cellent example of industrial co-opera¬ 
tion. 

A ship Is stocked and equipped by 
the owners, and the profits of .the cruise 
are distributed In the ratio of two- 
thirds to the capital invested and one 
third to labor. No member of the 
crew receives wages or a guaranty of 
any sort, but to each is ullotted a cer 
tain share, termed t lie “lay.” of the net 
results. 

In general, the captain's lay range* 
from a fifteenth to nn eighth, accord 
ing to his whaling record. The mute 
ami three lower officers, the four boat 
steererh or harpooners, the cooper, 
steward, cook, carpenter, seamen and 
green hands receive proportionate 
shares, and so down to the cabin boy, 
whose lay Is in the neighborhood of 
one two-hundredth, culled the “long 
lay." 

Thus the profit of each Individual de¬ 
pends upon the success of the cruise. 
Ships have sometimes failed to pay for 
their fitting out. On the other hand, 
the Onward of New Bedford once re¬
